The death of the Panchen Lama 


(If he Is dead) leaves Tibet with- 
out any ruler, even an exiled one. 
irormally, there aro two, the other 
and greater being tho Dalai Lama, 
but the Dalai died In 1033 (It was 
reported ho was poisoned), after 
having usurped the power of his 
brother sovereign and driven the 
latter away to be a wanderer In 
foreign lands. 
A now Dalai Lama can appear 


only through tho reincarnation of 
the spirit of the deceased In the 
body of a baby boy. For four 
years the Buddhist priests have 
been searching the land for this 
baby.

greater Influence.

those who climbed high enough 
to touch the throne. 


The Dalai Lama Is the living 
reincarnation of Buddha, and he 
Is a dictator. He Is known as the 
Jewel of Majesty and tho Sover- 
eign 
Treasure. 
From 
babyhood 


tho Dalai Lama lives apart from 
all women, and so his successor 
has no blood relationship to him. 
Southeast of tho holy city of 


Lhasa Is a sacred lake, which can 
foretell tho future. As soon as a 
Dalai Lnrr.a dies, tho priests con- 
sult this lake to discover tho Iden- 
tity of tho baby boy who is to 
receive tho soul 
of thp 
ruler. 


Sometimes the search for him Is 
long, as in the present instance. 
At least, that's tho word handed 
out by the priests. 


Once the baby Is found, ho is 


removed from his people for nil 
time. Priests take charge of him, 
and no woman over enters his life. 
Through the years, until ha is 18 
and can wield power, his tutors 
drill into him tho tenets of Bud- 
dhism. Of worldly matters neith- 
er ho nor they know much. 


Visitors Not Welcome. 
Tibet still holds many secrets 


from the outside world, for visit- 


ors aren't welcome. It is only in 
recent years that foreigners have 
been permitted to enter. 


Tho country Is in Central Asia 


between tho Kuen Lun and Hima- 
laya mountains, and covers some 
700,000 square miles. 
It is sur- 


rounded on all sides by mountains 
and Is the loftiest region of such 
size on the globe. The table lands 
vary in height from ll.TOO to 17,- 
000 feet—and the wintry winds 
do blow. 


Nobody knows how many people 


llvo in Tibet, but some experts 
guess that there aro from two to

J.EDGAR HOOVER GIVES RE- 


SUME OF WHAT BUREAU 


HAS DONE IN PAST 


NEW 
YORK, Dec. 3.—</P>-J. 
Edgar Hoover, director of the fed- 
eral bureau of investigation, to- 
day announced "dividends" to tax- 
payers of $7 for every dollar spent 
on the bureau. 
He said that during the last four 
years the cost of operating the 
F. B. I. amounted to a little more 
than $18,000,000, while It was able 
to return "in savings, In fines, 
and In recoveries of stolen goods 
a total of more than $135,000,000, 
or more than $116,000,000 above 
what It cost to operate the bu- 
reau. 
Hoover addressed the Associa- 
tion of Life Insurance Presidents. 
He took occasion to attack parole 
systems 
(excluding tho

won important rulings In separate 
cases before the supreme court to- 
day. 


The United States -won the right 


to continue anti-trust proceedings 
In the Now York Southern federal 
district court aimed at dissolution 
of 
the 
Aluminum 
Company 
of 


America. The company had con- 
tended the litigation should have 
been brought, if at all, in the fed- 
oral district court at Pittsburgh. 


The court also ruled that states 


may tax the gross income on 
money received by 
a contractor 


.from the federal government for 
building locks and 
damn 
-within 
a state. 


Such taxes by the states of West 


Virginia and Washington 
conse- 
quently were upheld. 


In other cases and orders the 
court held: 


That Georgia may require male 
voters to pay all accumulated poll 
taxes due before they can vote. 


That Oberltn M. Carter, 81-year- 


old former army engineer captain, 
was not entitled to a review of the 
court-martial 
proceedings 
which. 


resulted in his dismissal from ser- 
vice. 


Associate Justice Black, newest

You can't write 
or stamp those Instructions on 
the package—but the label ful- 
fills postoffice requirements. 
Wrap your 
package 
securely 
with heavy cord. (Don't use tin- 
sel twine.) 


Put your own (return) address 


In the upper loft corner. The ad- 
dress of tho person to whom the 
gift is going belongs in tho low- 
er half—in the center if possible, 
otherwise In the lower right cor- 
ner. 


Then glue or tie the letter to 


the package.

Various road and highway im- 
provements arc scheduled during 
the approaching year in Navarro 
county by the State Highway com- 
mission, according to newspaper 
dispatches during the past week- 
end.

000 bridge on Highway 22, span- 
ning Chambers creek,

of Eureka. This will be a 2250- 
foot span and will be an all- 
weather .crossing, extending from 
the high ground on the west side 
of the channel to the protecting 
levee embankment 
on the east 
side of the creek. 


In the 1938 program of pave- 
ment, Federal aid projects, as out- 
lined by Harry Hlnes, highway 
, Commissioners, 
announced 
late 


»*' Saturday, there is $100,000 appro- 
priated for the pavement of 4.8 
miles of Highway 22 from Frost 
to Hill-Navarro 
county, 
closing 
the gap between Corsicana and 
Hlllsboro as there is a concrete 
slab from Corslcana to Frost and 
the Hill county section is being 
made into an all-weather road. 


The highway 
commission 
Sat- 
urday 
appropriated 
$21,000 
for 
widening Highway 31 in Navarro 
county between 
Rlchland creek 
and 
thirteen miles east of the 


Hill county line, the Pursley slab 
sector, and the repairing of the 
Ward bridge. Due to the experi- 
mental nature and restricted area 
in which operations may be car- 
ried on, the commission directed

While "we may be able to talk 
and think ourselves into a pro- 
longed recession in business," he 
said, banks are "strong and bulg- 
ing with loanable funds," tho av- 
erage rate of wages is good, and 
"there is no lack of anything 
necessary to the general welfare 
except confidence, mutual confi- 
dence."
